and reappointed ah the 10th September, lata, 
" to cntjuirainlo tho Management and Uondi.

sod rerjuesting that Ifls Eiosllenoy will ba 
pleasEd to carry into eileot the reeommendationt 
of tho Committee, tut Bjxedily as eurcumstincca 
will permit. 

As thS motion met with considerable oppo- 
sition from several of the meal iniltientinl rucm- 
bere of tho Council; as the Attorney-General, 
in particular, expressed in the warmest, nay, 
In the most angry terms his disapprobation of 
ths tone and isoornmendatieus or the Com. 
mUtee> Report » and as tha Cobntal Secretary 
(himself a member of tho Committee) would 
give no pledge that the Government should 
carry out the chief suggestion in tha lleport, 
namely—'" that the government of the Asylum 
ba vested in ths bends of a medics! oiliecr ;" it 
becomes e duly which wo owe to the must un. 
fortunate elms of out fellow- beings, to cenaidei 
with scrupulous aire the delicate and Tory 
ditlicult nucation which, notwithstanding the 
anxious enquiries and protracted labours of tho 
Committee, does riot seem la ba snislaolarily 
at-lved, when, in tlio division on Mr. Coder's 
motion, tcD/m; tiio msmlitri of If,, Etemtivi ait 
pppoiite tides. 

In consequence ol several complaints, in- 
volvlng serious charges against tho SUferln. 
tendent and matron of the Lunatic Asylum, 
Mr. Cawper, at tho coramenocment pf the first 
session of obtained n Coniiniltcs to 

inquire into and report upon every department 
of the catabliahment. It was not until lutein 
the second session that the Chairman brought 
up tha lleport, whitih, together with the 
Evidenco taken befois Ihe Committee, will form 
tlia lirsi subject to which wb shell, in con- 
sidering this important matter, request out 
leaders attention. 

Tho stats of Ihebuil dings— the organization 'Of 
the establishment — the ancmaloua pasltlon of 
tho medical uRwtr— sl:i- eyjtera of Inspection— 
tba conduct of the keepers end nurses— the 
supply of food and elolUng for the patients, 
nnd ihe means of ensuring their person altleaa- 
lineea— wore the potnia into which the Com- 
mittee made enquiry, snd, if we except tho 
supply of clothing, wa may state, in the. most 
unqualified terms, that a more deplorable stats 
of things has seldom been exposed, not even, 
probably, in the very worst days of eonviot 
misrule. The goyernnteutt vested in a man 
who conceive* that the medical editor must not 
presume Id interfere in tba clnaaitjcatiun or tho 
moral treatment of tbo patient a —who regards 
tho abolition of mechanical restraint in a 
Lunatic Asylum as the mere chimera of a mad* 
man— and who, on the strength, ol his having 
been appointed in England by my Lord 
Olotielg, auggcated hia righllo refaie to answer 
the questions put to hita by the Committee 1 
Tho medical department entrusted to a gentle- 
man who, whilst he admits that in conscqnenee 
of the ."moral management being entirely

As thi] is ihe ns pita Ultra of irresponsible 
power, end ss Captain Innes, iho visiting ma- 
gistrate, candidly admits that " he Is not 
aware of any.; pouter vested In him, hie autho- 
rity being repudiated by Mr. Digby ; but as he 
receives .a ftaadl. yalnty, ho feels bound lo visit 
the .tt!«;jttiti*.D i'i w*. tlv not think it ae- 
eHssnry to . dwell any longer upon suah 
fearful ., rarelalions. . -Ws shall therefore 
lum to tha ltBport of the Commitiee, 
confining ourselves, for the present, to their 
ohioriecommendstion, namely, en entire change 
In the organisation ofthe establishment. 

" It appears to the Committee indispen- 
sable," says ihu Report, " that tha head ot the 
Institution Bhoulil be a medical man ; and 
they desire to express their opinion that until 
a professional men of ability, and experience in 
the treatment of inline persons, la placed in 
charge, the At y turn cannot bo a ids file unity 
ennduoted as a winolory establishment, Tbo 
ealnry for this gentleman must bo regulated in 
soma degvsc by circumstances; but the Council 
should be prepared to provide lihcrolly for a 
duty qualified person."

" We think," esys Dr. Crawford, in hit tibia 
werkon the Expediency of abol ishing M echani cat 
Restraint in Lunalln Asylums — "we think that 
no Injpartial inquirer who has. any praelicnl ac- 
quaint a nco with the details and operslion of tbo 
two systems— coercion and non-rcstrsint— witl 
come to the conclusion thst any argument 
which eon be advanced In support ol the for. 
mer, affords n sufncieni apcttegy for its employ- 
ment, Letus in n briet review refer to the 
various substitutes for coenlon, on whieh those 
who renounce it must rely in in a lead. 

"Tho first ia, strict, careful, and constant 
vigilance on tho part of lha attondsnts—o 
no-ilWi founded on Iht i,rt<lt!cjenl (Ijtnuiliou of 
tts pecttnerities tmd /tabic, of tie, J^frnt jtX 
lienis.* A second and nol leea essential pan 
of tho system of non-reelroint consists in a 
catefel study ef these peculiarities, end shades 
of character, with a view to turn them to. ac- 
count in aequiritls a control over the ptllanl, 
which can only! be obtained by lueb ;a study, 
coupled wirlttict'lnjioilTSElveB of it, nnot is 
uniform liodnnt if nutmr/ III esittis'tfg it. 
ro theao ia to be conjoined a propei ly tegulaled 
syttem of occupstinn, by' in cans of which the 
mind is to be divsned' from the deluaions 
which miatead Il t and tha iinwr/fttotij sieifsmeHt 
-if thn exprcaeion maybe uaad— directed isilo 
a harmleaa, and even useful, cliejlncl. We 
have seen that such a eptem ia much mere 
likely to he extensively pursued, and generally 
beneficial, tehtre mlraint it altogether dispensed 
tem, than under ether circumatancci. 
■ "Laatly, loE'refj/ ,aainl s on the resources of 
UEnicALTtiBATMisMT, It if [be peculiar merit 
of the nan- restraint system, that the employ- 
ment of the resources of medicine is forced 
upon those whn nre entrusted with ths tieit- 
ment of the insane. The system of coercion 
baa cemo down to ua from a time when medi. 
cine wria totally undervalued in the, treatment 
of insanity— if that tould ba nailed treatment 
which cenatiled in little elsa than Im- 
prisonment and coercion ; and whereror 
that ayatom preveila, it is. to be 
feared that It is relied on to tho inn grent ex- 
clusion of medical moans. If a patient Is furi- 
OU! or violent, the strait waistcoat is tho grind 
specific, end once scoured so aa to bo deemed 
harmless, the patient is too often left tD the 
eoia of nature. f On tho other hand, in insti- 
tutions in which coercion is abandonee!, those 
who have the charge of [ho treatment are com- 
pelled, almost in spite of themselves, to geek in 
the resources of science the tncana of modera- 
ting symptoms which their predecessors 
were content Is combat by mechanical cantri. 
ranees. 

Our limlli do not permit us lo go Into a 
detail of the various therapeutic agents which 
are (bond serviceable" in.- Insanity ; but one 
which must bo' oonSIrlerea' si 61 at least as 
muoh a medical as" a'mbral nature, weceniiot 
omit to notice, as it ' has given rise to so much 
discussion, nnd not nliltls miBrcpressntailoii, 
Til, , jer/iuion. llierttlvaeatesafreatriiintharB 
repietentcd this us a dreadful suhatitute fur 
ceereion, and have indulged in much pathetic) 
description of the hcrrora of sjolitiry hnprisofl- 
ment and the gloom ol darkened dungeons 
But. under proper restrictions, and especially 
when employed for only e short period, there 
can be no doubt of ilt utility, It Is true that 
were il employed indiscriminately and in oil 
Oases, It would be nt least as objectionable ai 
physical restraint. ' But there arc caaet of hijh 
Bod violent excitement In which its liene- 
fielsl eReeta are strikingly apporcnt-unllke 
rcsirsmt, ft is, Inieslity, n thetapeutto agent 
Iti employment is baied on strictly physiologi- 
cal principles ; and its object ia the Cure, or at 
least the iilleviatlon of lhe symptoms. To re- 
move e violently exuilci] man from ibo society 
of those wbosa presence irritntes and provukea 
him, and confirms aid or suggests new delu- 
BinnB, ia merely tho deprivation of stimuli 
which are obviously injurious; end even thnuah 
ha should be placed for a time in darkness at 
well uBieolutisn, we are only removing, In ad- 
dition to tha moral stimuli, one of a physical 
description. There Is no moss cruelty Id this 
than in keeping a patient labo urine under 
phrenetis in a quiet mom; nr one suffering 
from acute opibalmia, in s dark one. More- 
over, those who have declaimed most sgainst 
seclusion, Boom to forget that complete rtttruinl 
imiittr lecMoti, So far from seel ueien being 
the necessary aijunct of nor -restraint, the very 
reverse is the case. In the Roysi Asylum there 
have been^iir/iitjcr patients ptneud in seclusion 
tinao the abolition of restraint than formerly." 

Commending these obtcrvalioni to tha best 
nennilerstion of all, wo shall new mere parti- 
cularly eollcii the Colonial Secretary's Atten- 
tion to Dr. Conolly'a carefully matured: opinions 
on the importtet lubjeot of "Sovernmont 
Asylums, , the result being that " ,'t tafft- 
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toxical,. mn:<: Tho follotring. ekttnoti a» 
When from n setiei of lactutes on tbo eoiiali- 
tution and goTOrnmant of Lunatic Asylums, 
delivered in the course of laet year I IBdO) in 
Ihe jTanwell Aejlnm. 

t "An Asylum," anys the learned lec- 
turer, ■■ ought tn bo neither n nr/jon 
nor a iKu-Mshre, but a j,l sc ; of 
I'e/tys BlJ of reeetir!) /nut all the tnsntal 
dottraettOM i,ieiieato.l to manlind. Comfort in 
all cnsej, and recovery in many, are lhe n(- 
latnnbto reaulhj of proper ogeneiet directed to 
ihorornaiiiB or alFbclion and intclligcnco er- 
ietin^ in every case, and varying in all essea, 
The object, therefore, cf every law and regu- 
lation of nn nsylum, and of its whole oonsti- 
tutioti, should be to bring tt> bear, on all the 

Eatients suoh an amount of inielligcntie and 
eueralence aa may aoolbe ruahy, - direct 
all, and roisa esah patient to tho point of cure 
airolnabln in each partienlar suae.: All. the 
detada should l<e part of one harmonious 
whole. The patients should bo Bteustomed lo 
look on the attendants it their tMtlont friend, 
and guardiant ; the attendants should expect 
the visiti ef tlia ofilecra with .pie Hate, and 
rely upon them for advice and enaoumgemant : 
tho olHcsrs ahould be animated by tho example 
of a Jliraitnre and nteksfmt Mepioii Supehim- 
isNnmr : and they should look forwatd to the 
occasional visile of the directors with Con- 
BdenoB. If the patients fear tho attendants, 
snd the attendant* dread the offieera, and tho 
officers look forward to committee dsya at days 
or insult, all must go wrong. 

" The direction of an asylum ought to he 
such at 10 declare, in erety id, a remedial in- 
(entail evet preient ta the ditBctora, It should 
be calm, uniroim, and just ; dictated by a warm 
lihilenthrepy. tnd shcultl inspire confidence 
throughout ell the ramificntimii of tlio internal 
adminlstralion, to that all lhe liutiea of all the 
oftleeis and altendania, and aervanls, from the 
llighe^l Id the lowest, should bo performed 
cheerfully, and in an enlightened, benevolent, 
and Uniform spirit, eeneonlralina; all lis good 
InOucnOBB on the pntieota for whom Iho puolic 
has providad aayluma, and to benefit whom the 
officers and servants arc nppointed and paid. 
All the rules and regulations of the Asylum 
ahould breath the earns spirit, and then no os- 
ouae would exist, and none should be admitted, 
for dieregardlng them i nnd Iheae rules ahtiuld 
seldom be changed, and nerar . without long 
ootieeand great consideration, 

"Thees are principles which oinnotbe ds- 
parled from without producing great unonni- 
tiess and discomfort in Asylum., and without 
adding lo lha afilioliona of the InsnuB, mid ren 
dermgthe elfotte of. the superintendent or 
director: a -perpetual and . painful struggle 
sgaintl inauoncca opposed to all h is remedial 
indications. / oc/jieb, a/jo, rAoi then art prin- 
ciples ,or)ieh cm only ie otirrftif into ejfict in imp 
nsyfiiBisiljifAs selection of a nteaVenJ director, sn 
whom the goutr nfnei bodg or committee reposes full 
confidence , oinf to whom it imparls fall authority 
ovcrtoery other officer anil srjtr ccers attendant 
and tetvant in the house. So tmslcd, and so 
armed, Supposing. that. onmmon prudence has 
been conaultediii hia, appoiaiment, every na- 
il's tbat.osn bcC upon in intelligent, honorable, 
tod bnnerolent .mind, will indueehim ta cos- 
eider lhe task ba has undertaken, to mature hia 
pltn,. and toe name Its auocest hy memi of 
oHiocisin whtim ha eon trust, and attendants 
on whoso fidelity, ho can rely. Tho whnlo 
ebaracletefanBsyltttn, in such oseet, mutt bt 
aooonipicuouslrgaod.or bad, that the diiec- 
tOrs oen never be long 'exposed to any painful 
doubts on the subject. 

" Tho duty of the Mcnioai, SurEniNTEMnssi 
isilillicult, and peculiar, nnd comprehend* a 
wide nnd careful survey of everything thai con 
favourably or unfmourably nflucl the health of 
the mind or lhe body. He has tn regulate, the 
habilt, the aharaeter, the very life of his 
patients. He must be their physician, their 
director, and their fiiend. The whole house, 
every great and otery trilling arrangement, lhe 
diapsiiiion of every officer and servant, should 
bo in perpetual conformity to his views, to that 
one uniform idea may animate nil lo whom his 
eiders are entrusted, and the result bs one 
uniform plan. Nothing should lie done with- 
out bis sanction. The manners and language 
of all who are employed in the asylum should 
but reflect his ; Tor every thing dono and every- 
thing laid in an asylum is remedial or hurtful ; 
sud not an order should be given, or a word 
spoken,. except in accordance with the spirit 
nf the director of the whnla eatanliflhment. By 
such a ayetem stone, can it civet bo proved to 
what extent the oure or ihs--sm|rrovenssn,t of 
tha insane ii practicable." 
' lit iu oik the Colonial Secretary Is compare 
thia arttemof government with that whieh 
Mr. Digby tells ua is pursued otTnrhan Creek. 

Ifl LbcrB s medical omcer upon the 
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As it has been our painful duly 10 animad- 
vert on iho contluot of the reverend vinilor of 
larban Creek, we shall now renuett hia atten. 
una to Dr. Conolly'a admirable definition of 
certoio poinons of the duties of lha thaplsin 
of an nsylum, 

"I beliove," aoys tho letturer, "thsttbs 
experience of al] lha chaplains of asylutna hna 
taught them lhat there is great difficulty in 
Baaettalning to what extent iheir most anxioua 
endeavouta are really actviccablB, and thitall 
tlielt attempts should be oharastctisod by 
insdernleeu. It Is, Indeed, not only of con- 
sequence that tho clergyman, but that every 
one who convr.rses with lha insane, should 
exercise a sober discretion, and proem ye en 
t'Oea n:tii unexciting tone. An injudicious topie, 
or the use of an unguarded expression, will 
aometimet renew the cerebral irritation, and 
reiitrd recovery. Again, I must observe, that 
neither can religioua services hove their duo 
effect, nor tranquil feelings exist in nn a.ylum 
isilhnui ftequeul nnd tavoie interruption, if 
mcchtiiiiiat restraints ore permitted, or any 
habitual tyranny ia exercised. Patients 
subject lo endure or witness the imposition of 
rentoints, or subjected to habitual neglect, 
regard those, who hove tho osro ol them n» 
enemies,.. jailtiri, nnd tyrants, suspect their 
piety, nnd reject and dcapise tlielt inconsistent 
ntiempm to reconcile thorn to tnimry. Tho 
whole system of nn asylum must be consist cat 
or il will not bo effectual." 

A few words on tho repudiation by Mr. 
Digby of the authority cf the visitors op- 
pointed byGoTernmani. and of his atrongly ex- 
pressed dislike to the visits of strangers under 
any circumstances, nnd ws shall for the present 
take lcavo of a most painful subject. The 
Cemmiilee stats that, "in notifying the ap- 
proval of tho Lords of Ihe Treasury to ths ar- 
rangement laeoownended by Governor Bourke, 
special care seems to have beon token to pro- 
Bide that the establishment undai Mr.and Mrs, 
Digbyithould be subject to a system cf iiipar- 
siiUfi and freoiunt visitation by a fl«m tries of 
euporitdcitittisc, e^ntistiaa nof only of medical 
ttf/ktrt, but likewise cf civil officer! and other 
parties ameinted with raim ", " Coniider. 
ing that, these were the condilions under which 
Mr, Digby'a appointment waa made, the Com. 
tniltec icgrat that ho should hsve thought it 
necessary io reals t in any degree the endeavour 
of lhe colonial government to osrry out the 
wishes oftbesuthoritles in England. Mt. II, H. 
liiowne states that when ha waa appointed 
visiting magistrate, be " had occasion to refer 
to the Governor for definite Inilructlons, in 
consequence of ihe Superintendent couiiaVinji 
that hi teas interfering." And the powers nf 
Captain Innes, tha gentleman who aucccedod 
Mr, iirowne at vialiiug tnagisiiate, are rendered 
of little oveii from tile doubt! entertained re- 
specting hit authority. Captain Innes, on 
his lass examination stated disliuolly, 
" Afu nntAority is re/iHifinfsd by Mr, Uigliy ; ho 
aayi, I h i--, no i-c'.'.t ta interfere. ' i-.-i this 
stata nf things the Committee very pruperly 
stale, that eome remedy murt oo applied, sad we 
have Utile doubt that Sir Charles f'i.i ftoy will 
CDncurin tlioir opinion* We have observed 
shove, that in respect to tha inapeetlon of un- 
ollicial vis I tore, Mr. .Digby very emphatic ally 
declared, that "As hod no with to ei'cs maeh 
facility to Mangers oiiutino the estatitith-nent, 
forindtti they generally did mueA harm tithe 
patients." Ia thu regard, . alao, our 11 eipe- 
rionced superintendent, of scvcrilecn years 
standing" it at issue with the beat nuihoriiiea 
in England; irv proof whereof we submit the 
following Extracts from a letter nddicsaed

oesBibil.iy of detection. Sir Andrew Halliday 
Lia obeeived, • tha mystery which his boea 
made lo hover round the orecincie nf a mad 
haute waa aullicisnt to bailie common inquiry ; 
end the utldt occlusion to intidiouily incul- 
cated, made it next io impaasiblo to discover 
the scenes of horror that took place within ita 
wbIIb. — Hence, our ntleniion should ever be 
diracted to a system of pievcntion which esn 
bo rendered cfleciusl only by keeping our 
grounds, courla, galleries, cells, ofiacea, and us 
muoh na possible, the persona of the) paiieilta, 
open ta thrtt rational inspection which out rulea 
have provided for, and which general ex- 
perience has shown to be safe, on well as 
nrrejjrjft/, 

" The surest evidonee ef the good conduct 
of any establishment, is a, facility of oeeesi. 
Well-distiated officers will bo found Invariably 
taoolUI inspeciioli ; they feel a pride in tuo 
Elosnliiices, good nrder, and kind treatment, 
winch ere instantly visible In an intellectual 
observer," - j. . _- „> t .

to remark:— "That the flaernnt ahuae lately 
brought to light before Parliament, auch sa 
foul. 'crTensivo. and unventllatca aparlmenla :

Thus, have u>o placed in contrast with the 
fearful and Irresponsible ayelem puraued at 
Tatban Creek, the blight realities of a go- 
vernment more eonaonant to civiliied and 
Christian communities : the EfTecte of lhe sys- 
tern of a Digby, with lhe happy results of the 
practical applioatlon of those principles which 
first led lo the grand experiment of ths illm. 
irious PijtEi,. Ifor the nrcient ws shall leave 
the subject, in tbe full hope that tha decision 
of His Execltcnoy, with the cordial connui- 
rence of lha Executive Council, will enable 
the Legislature to ratify hy their vote en the 
necessary estimate, the excellent jarlnciplo la 
which we have, fa this rapid review, cbltfflj 
confined our observations, namely, that " no 
mi i lit a can bo moro unfortunate than thai of 
placing the direct government of an asylum 
far the mesne in any other hands that that of 
a physician."

Mrs, Ward then gnTC 
evidence of the prleuncr'a wife baring come to 
her house from Itichmond, on Monday even. 
Ing, the IfJth inatant, staling, that her huaband! 
Nixon, waa out drinking, at Richmond, nnd 
therefore asking her (Mrs. Nixon) to stay wiib 
her until Nixon should coma far her. She 
eongenled arid Nixon accordingly called for 
hi* wife aWil two o'clock on Thursday after- 
noon, when they were alt at dinner. As soon 
as admitted within the door, Nixon ran over 
lowavjs his wife, and laking up a knifa struck 
her with !t in lha month. Mrs. Ward then, 
feeling very excited, soid— "Sam, for God's 
soke, dun't murder her," when he turned 
round and sfnbbcd her on the top of tho shoul- 
der, The wound bled, although it vt'ai not 
very deep. Nixon then followed his wife into 
tho bed- room, while she (Mrs. Ward} ran lo 
the daor. nnd celled out murder, at which eon* 
etable llrien came up. A violent tcuffio en- 
sued, and the knife produced was picked up 
hy the constable. Although bent, it wis not 
so when Nixon took it up.— Mrs. Nixon, the 
wifs of the priionei, was examined, snd fully 
corroborstcd lhe evitleiica of Mis. Word, odd. 
; ™, thai nfrer alabbing her in tlio mouth, 
:un also pierced her with the knifa eeveia! 
times in the side, one of whieh liinei the knife 
went through the gown and other artic'os of 
dress end wounded her. The knife need was 
one witti which she waa eating her dinner, 
William Cutnpeay, a lodger with Mr*. Ward, 
saw the whole of the afijir, hut was so petrified 
with tho horridiieas of tbo Beetle that he lost ell 
pretence of mind, Ho did not tee the prisoner 
stab hia wife, but leeollectod seeing him throw 
heron her back, her fece being covered with 
blood, Hd repeatedly heard the erica of mur- 
der, hut was afraid to interfere, in case of being 
atabbed himaolf by Nixon. The Iienob. fully 
committed the prisoner for trial, but allowed 
him hail— himaelf in £100, and two sureties in 
jrvtfO each.
